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Ten Cents 
Big Treasure 
Taken From 
1622 Wreck 


TALLAHASSEE. 
Fla. 
CAP) 
— Part of a Spanish treasure 
sought by undersea adventurers 
for three and a half centuries 
la s been locked away in the 
drunk tank of an old North 
Florida county jail. 
The State of Florida Wednes­ 
day took custody of what treas­ 
ure hunters’ say is a portion of 
a $600 million fortune which 
has been hidden in the wreck­ 
age of the Spanish galleons 
Nuestra Señora de Atocha and 
La Margarita since 1622. 
Under the watchful eye of 
arm ed guards, the haul was 
flown from Key West to the 
state archives, housed in an old 
Leon County jail. It wras as­ 
signed space in an abandoned, 
sub-base men! drunk tank. 
Treasure Salvors Inc., a firm 
of treasure hunters that located 
the fortune, estimated the value 
of the gold and silver artifacts 
at $750,000. But Archives Direc­ 
tor Robert Williams declined to 
talk of monetary value. 
“ It’s irreplaceable/* Williams 
said after personally escorting 
the 500 pounds of treasure to 
TaUahassee in a state airplane. 
“ People have been looking for 
this treasure for 351 years. Its 
value far exceeds what you 
could s e l it for.” 
Seven armed Florida Marine 
Patrol officers stood guard over 
the treasure at Key West as it 
was loaded aboard the plane in 
four beer coolers filled with sea 
water to prevent the long-sub­ 
merged item s of treasure from 
deteriorating. 
Williams and his staff will 
sort through the treasure be­ 
fore transferring it to a vault in 
an 
undisclosed 
TaUahassee 
bank. 
Among the trove were 1,172 
Spanish pieces of eight, three 
62-pound silver bars, assorted 
silver spoons and plates and 
Rosary beads of golden coral. 
There was also an astrolabe, an 
instrument for observing celes­ 
tial bodies. The navigation in­ 
struments were used by 15th 
century mariners. 
By law, the state is entitled 
to keep 25 per cent of the treas­ 
ure, which was discovered un­ 
der 20 feet of sand 30 miles off 
Key West last week. W iliams 
said the treasure hunters will 
get their share after the state 
assesses the historical value of 
the find. 
The two galleons went down 
as they headed for Spain with 
treasures plundered in the New 
W o r l d 
by 
Spanish 
con­ 
quistadores.

Army officials in Washington 
said many of the records stored 
at the sprawling eenter are not 
duplicated elsewhere.

The center, about 20 years 
old, contains about 56 million 
records of current and former 
military personnel, a military 
spokesman s*aid.

Tax —- Social Security payroll 
taxes will increase above levels 
set by former law for those 
earning $12,000 a year or more 
and their employers.

which the 5.85 per cent tax ap 
plies would have gone to $12,000 
Jan. 1 even under former law. 
The new law raises the max­ 
imum base to $12.600. Those 
earning less than $12,000 are 
not affected. 
But someone earning, for ex­ 
ample, $12,200 would pay $11.70 
more in tax during 1974. Any­ 
one earning $12,600 or more 
would pay the maximum in­ 
crease, $35.10 regardless of how

Mandrake, the mean mockingbird, has 
lost his identity. 
Mandrake gained notoriety a couple of 
years ago by cowing cats, damaging dogs 
and beating up other birds on the Bur­ 
gess hall'-acre m northeast Indianapolis. 
On a cold winter morning, he would 
sit on a chimney pot, warming his mus­ 
cular chest and "defying anybody or any­ 
thing to penetrate his territory. 
One morning he knocked a tortoise­ 
shell cat off the back fence with a solid 
beak thrust to the withers. He dive- 
bombed a little black poodle on another 
day when he was in an especially bad 
humor, sending the poor pooch yelping 
hysterically down the street. 
Mandrake was selective in his attacks 
on other birds, barring his domain to 
those that shared his tastes in food, ig­ 
noring those that ate stuff he didn’t like. 
The area was taboo to starlings and rob­ 
ins. He was on excellent terms with Eng­ 
lish sparrows and mourning doves. 
He ignored grackles, because they roved 
in gangs, and a sparrow hawk that came 
raiding occasionally, 'because he knew 
when he was outmuscled. 
Anyway, two years later. Mandrake 
must still be around but he is unidenti­ 
fiable. Where the founding father once 
ruled in solitary grey-and-white splendor, 
there now are too many mockers to 
count. 
At one time recently, within baseball 
throwing distance, there were mocking­ 
bird nests in a juniper tree, a tangle of 
honeysuckle, a multiflora rose bush and 
a wisteria vine. 
There are short-tailed young mockers 
everywhere, being taught by their par­ 
ents that they belong to a superior race, 
learning to imitate other birds’ songs 
with a certain air of derision, and find­ 
ing that raspberries and gooseberries are 
delicious, whereas seeds are suitable only 
for such lesser species as cardinals and 
goldfinches. 
The tortoiseshell cat never crosses the 
street from his home across the way. 
A grey cat, of the type called “domes­ 
tic shorthair” by their owners and “alley 
cat’’ by other people, has moved into the 
neighborhood and invades the mocking­ 
bird community occasionally. 
Mandrake, or one of his sons or grand­ 
sons, attacks every time. 
The new cat assumes various poses, 
obviously with ideas of snagging his at­ 
tacker oh one of its swoops. All kittie has 
got so far is a stitching of beak marks in 
his hide. 
The cat, known as “Smokey,” will be 
pleased to know that science has come 
up with a devilish substance called Avit- 
rol which is being distributed through 
the Rodent Control Fund at Purdue Uni­ 
versity. 
Avitrol is the successor to the shotgun 
in trying to drive off vast flocks of mixed 
birds which invade cornfields when the 
ears are in the milk stage. 
The flocks generally are referred to as 
“blackbirds” but they’re congregations 
of grackles, red-winged blackbirds and 
cowbirds. 
Avitrol is not intended to kill off the 
flock. It is applied to cracked com at the 
ratio of one treated grain to 99 untreated 
grains. The cracked com is scattered in 
fields at the rate of one pound per acre, 
three times during the season. 
A few birds in each flock eat the treat­ 
ed grains. They begin flying erratically 
and making noises of distress. 
The unpoisoned birds are alarmed and 
depart. If lucky, they reach another corn­ 
field before a plane flies over scattering 
its Avitrol load,

Future space needs of state 
government 
is 
almost 
un­ 
predictable, 
according 
to 
Richard F. DeTar, new exective 
director 
of the 
State 
Office 
Building Commission. 
The Commission approved i 
study to determine needs for 
the next ten years, expected to 
cost some $50,000. DeTar has 
drafted guidelines for the study 
which will be submitted to the 
Commission, and. then to the 
less than a dozen firms in the 
state with the specialized ex­ 
pertise to project government 
space requirements. 
DeTar observed: “The 1946 
legislature appointed a space 
study committee and the State 
Office 
Building 
was not 
oc­ 
cupied until around 1961. Each 
legislatura creates a demand 
for 
more 
space 
with 
new 
agencies and programs. Annual 
sessions result in demands for 
space coming twice as fast as 
in the past.” 
The State Office Building has 
some 
470,000 
useable square 
feet, 
disregarding 
hallways, 
stair wells 
and 
rest 
rooms. 
Each agency is charged ‘'rent” 
for the space occupied, with the 
money 
used 
to 
retire 
the 
revenue bonds. It will be paid 
ahead 
of schedule sometime 
next year, and plans call for 
continuing the rental charge for 
maintenance and expansion. 
The 
building is 
overloaded 
with heavy equipment and files 
on top floors causing too much 
stress on the structure. A new 
project 
is 
being 
tried 
to 
microfilm some of the files, 
with others moved to the little 
available warehouse space. The 
building was designed to add

high. 
Cost would be approximately $3 
million, and only a small por 
tion of the space reuqicements 
would be met.

High Cost Of 
Protein Poses 
Feeder Problem 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. — 
Indiana swine producen are re­ 
examining the makeup of the 
rations 
for 
their 
animals, 
principally because of higher 
protein costs. 
At what levels can protein be 
fed and still keep overall costs 
in 
line 
while 
maintaining 
satisfactory performance? 
Purdue University extension 
specialists David H. Bache, an 
agricultural 
economist, 
and 
James R. Foster, an animal 
scientists, have come up with 
some possible answers. 
For gestating sows a 12 per 
cent protein level should be in 
the 
ration 
when 
they 
ere 
receiving four to five pounds 
of feed daily. If good quality 
legume pasture is available the 
feeding level can be reduced to1 
three pounds per day. 
For pigs weighing from 40 to 
75 pounds, the most economical 
ration under current corn and 
supplement prices probably is 
15 per cent protein. 
For hogs in the 75 to 150 
p o u n d 
range 
the 
most 
economical ration should con­ 
tain 12 per cent protein. 
The 
finishing 
ration 
can 
contain as little as 10 to 11 per 
cent protein end still provide 
the 
highest 
return 
to 
the 
producer. 
Commercial 
supplements 
normally 
supply 
the 
fup- 
p 1 e m e n t a 1 
vitamins

is cut to 10 or 11 per cent, 
the supplement may not have 
been tailored to fit the lower 
proto in ration.

Lower Gist In 
Hay Equipment 


WEST LAFAYETTE. Indiana. 
— An efficient hay handling 
system 
results 
from 
coor­ 
dination of harvesting, storing 
and feeding, points out David. 
P e t r i 11 , Purdue University 
extension economist. 
In a study of big package 
haymaking 
systems, 
Petritz 
«ays that rising labor costs, plus 
scarcity of seasonal labor, have 
forced many farmers to con­ 
sider harvesting machinery that 
will reduce labor reuirements. 
However, large investments are 
associated with modern hay 
harvesting equipment, he notes. 
Estimated, system investment, 
exclusive of the tractor, ranged 
from $8,000 for the mechanical 
bale accumulator towed behind 
a conventional hay baler to 
$5,000 for a standard baler. The 
hydraulic stack wagon system 
called for an investment of 
$6,025, the large round, bale 
system 
$6,500 and the 
bale 
thrower 
system 
$6,050. 
The 
automatic bale wagon system 
represented an investment of 
$7,600. 
Annual fixed costs, including 
interest on investment, taxes, 
insurance 
and 
depreciation, 
amounted to 16.875 per cent of 
the 
cost 
of 
the 
machine, 
assuming a 10-year life of the 
equipment. Since total annual 
fixed costs do not vary with 
the amount of use, the more 
tons of hay harvested each 
year, the lower the fixed costs 
per ton harvested, Petritz says. 
Variable costs include fuel 
and 
oil, repairs and labor. 
Labor costs in the study were 
charged at $3 an hour, but in* 
d i v i d u a l 
farmers 
should 
estimate their own labor costs. 
Preliminary data indicate a 
range of from $1.50 a ton for 
the hydraulic stack wagon and 
large round bale system to $5 
a ton for the standard bale 
system. 
At low tonnages, all systems 
studied had very high total 
costs per ton. At 50 tons har­ 
vested annually, the hydraulic 
stack system, and the standard 
bale system had the lowest 
costs1—about $20.85 per ton. This 
indicates, 
says 
Petritz,

farmers who have fewer than 
100 tons to bale annually should 
consider

operator. Indiana custom rates 
run about $9 a ton, including 
hauling and stacking in a barn.

Stout has limited resistance 
to stem rust and is resistant 
to crown rust and the races of 
loose smut currently prevalent 
in Indiana. It is moderately 
susceptible to the barley yellow 
dwarf virus disease. 
The new variety produces 
plump grain, on a com pa. :t head 
and 
its 
protein 
content 
is 
average relative to currently 
grown varieties. 
Breeder’s seed of Stout has 
'been sha.red this, year with 
agricultural experiment stations 
in Iowa, Illinois, 
Minnesota, 
Nebraska, Ohio, South Dakota, 
and Wisconsin. Foundation seed 
will be distributed to eligible 
certified seed growers in In­ 
diana and surrounding states 
next year. They will produce 
seed for sale to farmers for 
planting in the spring of 1975.
